for English and Indian cotton, » and 
the, blockading of this port, while it 
ein’ do the French canse na _— good, 
is inflicting serious injury on tho British 
trado of this Colony; in-fact the godowna 
here are piled up with yarns for Pukhwi, 
which cannyt be taken delivery of, undor 
Lthe—existing—crt ances:s—fhe—Froneh- 
Ambassidor in London has rocontly inform. 
ed Earl Granville that tho right of search 
will bo. exercised with all possible respect 
for the legitimate interests of British trade. 
T know of 10 more legitimate trade than the 
export of yarn, or one mora: removed from 
the category of contraband of war, [hope 
your Excellency will see fit to make such 
representations as will make’ this trade wilh 
Pukhvi absolutely safe, and by so doing you 
will ronder very: important services to the, 
impsttant mercantile intorests of this Co- 
ony. 

The Hon. member then formally put his 
questions. 

His Excellency :— Honourable gentlomen 
of the Legislative Council, my hon. friend 
who represents the Chamber of Commerco, 
has, in tha oxarcise of his undoubted right. 
asa member of this Council, pub questions 
to the Government on a subjact of the 
gravest iinpurtance to the interests of this 
community, -Lam very glad, indeed, that 
ny hon. friend has taken this course, for it 
enables mo to lny’ befere the Couneil a 
minute giving the fullest possible informua- 
tion which I have been able to aullect on 
all the subjects connected with the mutter 
io which he has referred. Before reading 
that minute, I will, with the permission of 
the Qouneil, read a telegram which I havo 
received during the last half hour from 
Her Majesty's Che gé d'Agfuires at Pe- 
kin; -

His Excellency then read his minute :— 
When. the. French’ Consul announced the 
blockade, T imme-jutely, on the th March 
ultimo, telegraphed this intelligence to Her. 
Majesty's Govermuent, and on the following 
day, I addressed to Lord Derby the follow- 
ing ‘despatch :~- 

* My Lord, I have.the honour to report 
that I yesterday telegraphed you in the fol- 
lowing terms: The French Consul in- 
forms me that o blockade will bo‘vstablished 
from March 7th. ¢f.Pakhoi and ‘the neigh. 
bouring coast of Chinn from the frontier of 
Tonquin to the LO7th.

Secretary of State—‘ depend in tlie first in- 
stance on.tho decision of tho’ Prize Court, 
‘subject to ulterior. diplomatic nection.’ 
:Pheao instructions convey in principle the 
opinion given some two months ‘ago, 
by tho rosponaiblo. legal adviser of my 
Govornment, when ono of the rich mer- 
cantilé firms hero asked a question as to 
whether or not coals would be regarded 
by the Frouch as. contraband of war, and 
suggested that tha Home Government 
should’ be consulted. I was then advised 
in the following words: 7" 

“That no Imperial Guvernment nor Colo- 
nial: Government could give an atthorita- 
tive opinion on questions of this mature, 
nor should any such application as that 
suggested be made to the Home Govern 
ment. Whatever cargo private firms carry 
in their ships in the China Sea, under the 
present circumstances, they carry entirely 
at their own risk.’ 

I was furthor advised in connection with 
this question :—‘ That it is of tha.utmost 
importance that the Colonial Government 
should not give any legal opinion on matters 
of this Kind, for they might afterwards find 
themselves engaged in dangerous responsi- 
bilities to a bel igeront, for what would be 
porfcotly harmless if done at private -risk, 
but might, if done with the positive sanction, 
adyico and connivance of the Governm: nt, 
form a proper subject of complaint by the 
belligerent, and, accondly, the mercantile 
firms or other persons who obtained the 
opinion, if any barm should happen to them, 
thoy would say they were acting in accord- 
ance with Lhe authoritative opinion of the 
Government anid were entitled to be snp. 
ported by the Government, or cotapensated™ 
for lous incurred while acting within their 
advice.’ 

Having thns stated as. briefly as possi- 
blo what las already taken place respect- 
ing this important subject, and the parti- 
cular principle applicable to cases of this 
nature, FE will now refer to the special 
questiona*put by my hon. friend. With re- 
gard to the first question, I am advised 
that the notificatiun made by the Govern- 
ment, and published in the Gaze te of the 
th and 28th March, as stated, wonld be 
ogarded as sufficient to affect all merchants 
in Une Colony with notice of the oxtont—o 
the actual blockade, and with au obligation 
to observe it, With regar! to the aecond* 
question, Tam advised that this is a ques- 
tion the royly to which must depend upon 
facts upon which the Coloninl Government 
has no‘ precise knowledge. With regard 
to the third question, I mast, of course, in 
the first instance, communicate respecting 
it with Her Majesty's Chargé ad’ Agfa r-s at 
Peking, who has already expressed his de- 
sire to co-operate with me as heartily as 
did the lainented Sir Harry Parkes.’ Mean- 
white 1 would remark that while there is no 
doubt that'the-place where the legality of 
any soizores of ships must be decided is the 
Prize Court of the captors; while at the 
samo timg; if any pretence of avizing vessels 
for breach of blockade, or for other similar 
offence, any belligerent powor wero to 
pursue a system clearly in violation of the 
law of neutrals, a3 recognised by interna- 
tional Jaw, the gorernment of the neutral 
power would interfere on behalf of its sub- 
ject. In eonelusion [ would observe that 
after the persevering efforts I have made 
during the two years of my ediinistration 
to practically strengthen the defences, and 
promote the general interests of this Co- 
Jony,. I need hardly assure this Council 
that I sympathise deeply with the grave 
inconvenience to which our mercantile 
aftuirs havo beun subjected in consequence 
of the protracted Franco-Chineso operations. 
Tho gonvral depression in trade has, more- 
ever, led to a serious depressicn in the 

ublic revenue, buat I have entire confidence 
in the elasticity of our resources, and the 
energy and enterprise of thiscommunity, and 
Lhope tho return of pexce, which I trast 
‘is avsured, will rostore the former pros- 
perity and progress of Hongkong:
